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History of the CCC 


The Civilian Conservation Corps (CCC) came into being 
shortly after Franklin D. Roosevelt took office in March 1933. It 
was terminated in 1942 as the United States entered World War 
II The CCC was considered to be the most successful 
emergency program of the Roosevelt administration. 

During this period of over nine years, approximately three 
million young men (enrollees) served in the program plus another 
million or so military personnel, state personnel, educational 
advisors and other supervisory personnel. 

At the peak of the program in 1936, there were 650,000 
enrollees on duty' located in 2,700 CCC camps throughout the 
nation. 

The billions of trees planted, the millions of acres of land 
reclaimed, the park, bridges, dams, and fire trails built; plus all 
the other projects, are still much in evidence today. 

Fqually important, the CCC took millions of unemployed 
young men off the streets, gave them hope, helped them to be 
self-supporting and build self-respect and taught them how to be 
men Sian learned to read and write, obtained diplomas, learned 
a bade A large percentage served their country honorably and
